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Attorney General 
Rules Van Patten 
Election Illegal 



Law Requires That Chair- 
man Be Elected in June 
Not April 



Supervisor David Van Patten's 
election as chairman of the Lake coun- 
ty board, and as ex-offieio chairman of 
the hoard of review, was an illegal ac- 
tion according to a ruling rendered 
by Attorney General George F. Bar- 
rett. The Attorney Generals opinion 
was contained in a letter received yes- 
terday by State's Attorney Marry A. 
Hall. 

Doubt as to the legality of the 
board's action in electing Van Patten 
chairman, arose when it was pointed 
out by Attorney Jack Bairstow that 
the supervisors elected its 1941 chair- 
man at a session of the recessed and 
re-convened September meeting. Bair- 
stow also directed attention of board 
members to the fact that actually only 
two sessions of county boards are rec- 
ognized by state law, the June and 
September meetings. All other meet- 
ings are either special meetings or re- 
cessed and re-convened sessions of 
these meetings. 

Van Patten's election as head of 
the board of supervisors and exofficio 
chairman of the board of review has 
resulted in giving the tax reviewing 
body two Democratic members and 
one Republican in a comity where the 
Republicans are entitled to a majority \ 
membership. * , 

Judge Perry L. persons appointed j 
Lyle Gourney, Highland Park Repub- I 
lican, Saturday to replace D. II. Minto j 
of Antioch, whose term expired, 
Chairman Van Patten and Ivan Har- 
low, Zton, the other two members, are , 
both Democrats. 

The state's attorney, who is legal 
advisor of the county board, said he j 
would recommend that the board 
hold a new election at the July meet- 
ing.

Law Requires That Chair- 
man Be Elected in June 
Not April' 
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Supervisor David Van Tat ten's 
election as chairman of the Lake coun- 
ty board, and as ex-oflficio chairman of 
the board of review, was an illegal ac- 
tion according to a ruling rendered 
by Attorney General George F. Bar- 
rett. The Attorney General's opinion 
was contained in a letter received^yes- 
terday by State's Attorney Marry A. 
Hall. 

Doubt as to idle legality of the 
board's action in electing Van Patten 
chairman, arose when it was pointed 
out by Attorney Jack Bairstbw that 
the supervisors elected its 1941 chair- 
man at a session of the recessed and 
re-convened September meeting. Bair- 
stbw also directed attention of board 
members to the fact that actually only 
two sessions of county boards are rec- 
ognized by state law, the June and 
September meetings. All other meet- 
ings are either special meetings or re- 
cessed and re-convened sessions of 
these meetings. 

Van Patten's election as head of 
the board of supervisors and exofficio 
chairman of the board of review has 
resulted in giving the tax reviewing 
body two Democratic members and 
one Republican in a county where the 
Republicans are entitled to a majority 
membership. 

Judge Perry L. Persons appointed 
Lyle (Journey, Highland Park Repub- 
lican, Saturday to replace D. II. Mirito 
of Antioch, whose term expired, 
Chairman Van Patten and Ivan Har- 
low, '/.'urn, the other two members, are 
both Democrats. 

The state's attorney, who is legal 
advisor of the county board, said he 
would recommend that the board 
hold a new election at the July meet- 
ing.

Ijllous Education; used by 



FIRST JERUSALEM CONFER- 
ENCE ON WORLD MISSIONS 

LESSON TEXT— Acts 15:0-21. 
GOLDEN TEXT-But we believe that 
& through the Brace of the Lord Jesus Christ 
gWc shall be saved, even as they.— Acts 15:11. 

The conference on missions in 
Jerusalem was not the result of an 
appeal to a ruling church organiza- 
tion for a decision, but rather a gath- 
ering of the beievers from Antioch 
with those in Jerusalem to confer 
regarding a serious difference of 
opinion. The earliest converts to 
Christianity were Jews, who had 
come by the way of Judaism into 
their new faith in Christ. But now, 
through the preaching of Paul and 
Barnabas, certain Gentiles had be- 
lieved in Christ. Their new-found 
joy was soon beclouded by a theo- 
logical problem. Certain teachers 
from Judea (Acts 15:1) declared 
that the Gentiles were not saved un- 
less they came into the Christian 
faith the way of the fullfillmcnt of the 
Jewish law. Paul and Barnabas at 
once realized that this was 

I. The Vital Question— Is Salva. 
tion by Grace or Works? (vv. 7-11; 
see also vv. 1-5). 

Paul and his fellow workers had 
rightly apprehended God's plan of 
salvation apart from works of the 
law. Paul realized that the entire 
future of the gospel ministry was in 
a sense dependent on the solution of 
this problem. Christianity is the 
only religious faith in the world that 
presents justification by grace as the 
way of redemption; all others follow 
(more or less) the path of salvation 
by works. 

The question now was: Shall 
works of the law be mingled with 
grace— can Jesus Christ alone save 
men, or is salvation through Jesus 
Christ plus something else? 

How was such a serious question 
to be settled? Should argument and 
strife be permitted to go on until the 
stronger party prevailed? Better 
judgment indicated the desirability 
of a friendly discussion and a joint 
decision with the believers at Jeru- 
salem. This was 

II. The Christian Solution— Coun- 
cil Rather Than Controversy (vv. 0, 
7, 12-18). 

There may be times when it be- 
comes the duty of the Christian 
worker to take an uncompromising 
stand for the truth of God and refuse 
to be moved, come what may. Bui 
certainly there should be no such 
spirit in dealing with differing in- 
terpretations of Scripture on the part 
of sincere and earnest Christian 
brethren. How much would be 
gained in the .Church today if, in- 
stead of magnifying differences and 
permitting personal desires and am- 
bitions to intervene, men were will- 
ing to sit down in the spirit of Christ 
around the tables of Christian coun- 
cil and brotherhood, presided over 
and» directed bv the Holy Spirit (see 
Acts 15:28). 

Observe the full measure of lib- 
erty in discussion, the attentive 
listening to the messages of the 
brethren. Note also that there were 
no secret sessions of a "steering 
committee" and no "steamroller" 
tactics. 

The whole question was honestly 
and carefully considered by the 
council at Jerusalem, with the result 
that there was a vindication of the 
preachers of God's grace. 

James finally spoke, giving the 
conclusion to which the Holy Spirit 
had led the conference (see v. 28). 
Here for all the future we have 

III. The God-Given Answer— Sal- 
vation Is by Grace (vv. 10-21; see 
also vv. 22-35). 

In his epistle to the Ephesians 
(Eph. 2:8, !)), Paul succinctly states 
this truth: "By grace are ye saved 
through faith; and that not of your- 
selves: it is the gift of God: not 
of works, lest any man should 
boast." The teaching of Scripture 
is very plain on this point, and we 
do well to receive it in all its beauty 
and grace. 

'. Let us observe, however, that the 
r decision in Jerusalem, while it laid 
no further burden on these Gentile 
believers (v. 28), did quite properly 
require of them that, as those who 
had been saved by grace, they must 
"walk in newness of life" (Rom. 
C:4) which they had in Christ. Paul 
had the same thought in mind when 
he supplemented Ephesians 2:8 and 
with verso 10, declaring that God 
has ordained that we should walk 
'in good works." 

There are two opposite tendencies 
(both of which are wrong) in this 
matter, which consistently hurt the 
Christian church. The one which we 
have already stressed tries to mix 
works with grace, making salvation 
either entirely or partially by works. 
Sad to say, some who have sought 
to avoid this error have gone to the 
opposite extreme and have done vio- 
lence to God's plan of salvation by 
making grace an excuse for sin, 
using their freedom from law as a 
justification of lawlessness. We ore 
God's "workmanship, created in 
Christ Jesus unto good works" (Eph. 
2:10). 
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ENTERITIS TAKES A 

VERY HEAVY TOLL 



A quarter century ago wo all thought 
that hog cholera was about the only 
swine disease capable of causing much 
trouble. 

•But times have changed, and while 
cholera Is still the chief enemy of the 
swine- producer, the condition called 
enteritis Is easily the second most Im- 
portant swine disease problem. 

Enteritis simply means an Inflamma- 
tion of the Intestine, it may bo caused 
by a variety of factors, chief among 
which Is Infection by a group of germs 
closely related to the human typhoid 
organism. Another type of enteritis 
Is caused by microscopic animal para- 
sites called coeeldla. Vet another form 
—the killing swine dysentery— has not 
been discovered. 

Recent experimental work has been 
done on the question of whether 
"N'ecro" (necrotic enteritis), commonly 
known as shote typhoid, Is predisposed 
by a lack of the Vitamin U complex 
In the rations, where the rations are 
low in thu Vitamin II element called 
nicotinic acid. 

Hut, regardless of the cause or type 
of swine enteritis, here are u few hints 
that are valuable in prevention: 

IMks should be run on clean pastures 
and kept away from old yards. The 
rations should be well balanced and 
contain the essential vitamins and nic- 
otinic acid; growing pigs should be 



properly treated for round worms and 
other parasites; and feeding and wa- 
tering equipment must be clean and 
sanitary. 

Herds are frequently exposed to 
killing outbreaks of enteritis when 
newly-purchased pigs ore allowed to 
mix with those on the home premises. 
New stock should first be Inspected 
by a veterinarian and thou should Im

separated from the home herd for at 
least a month after purchase. 

Naturally, when nn outbreak occurs 
the most Important thing Is to Unci 
out Just what type mid kind of enter 
Itis has gained access to the herd. Thh 
means n herd survey and autopsies b> 
the local veterinarian and, quite often, 
the assistance of a diagnostic labora- 
tory. If proper steps are to be taken to 
curb losses.

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SYRIA: 
Gets in War 

Names of the world's oldest 
towns, including such as Damascus, 
believed the oldest, and Tyre, con- 
sidered it's closest rival, got into the 
front page headlines as the British 
sailed on into Syria, following the 
expectations of everyone. 

Vichy dispatches told of resist- 
ance, but except in certain spots the 
resistance was of the "token" vari- 
ety— a few shots fired and then the 
French troops laying down their 
arms, later to join with the British 
passively, if not actively. 

The invading armies were made 
up of British and Free French under 
DcGaulle, and seemed to be mov- 
ing more or less unchecked into 
the ciiief and most important parts 
of Syrian territory.
